the Ru ssian foreign minister, is stay­ 
ing, the officials were bu sily engaged 
in an exchange of telegrams with the 
.Eu ropean capitals.

king and other members of the royal 
family and the cabinet ministers show­ 
ing M. Isvolsky mu ch attention. 
Something definite dou btless will 
transpire before the close of the day. 
Secretary Grey attended the cabinet 
meeting this morning and formally ac­ 
qu ainted his colleagu es with the pro­ 
gress of the negotiations. 
This was 
merely a formal proceeding, as Sir Fd- 
ward not only has the fu llest su pport 
of the government, hu t also of the king 
and the whole nation. 
In every qu ar­ 
ter confidence is expressed in his abil­ 
ity to reach a friendly settlement, and 
the policy lie has adopted from the be­ 
ginning of the crisis has received the 
u nanimou s endorsement of the govern­ 
ment leaders, the newspapers and all 
parties. 
After the cabinet meeting the for­ 
eign secretary again met M. Isvolsky, 
and so certain are all the parties con- 
erned that today’s meeting will bring 
the negotiations to a su ccessfu l close 
that it is predicted a statement to that 
effect will he introdu ced in parliament, 
which assembled today for its au tu mn 
session, du ring the cou rse of the even­ 
ing. 
The king apparently shares this 
view', as he has arranged to leave Lon­ 
don for several days on Tu esday. 
The visits of the Italian and German 
ambassadors to the foreign office on 
Satu rday and the friendly exchanges 
between their governments and Great 
Britain has helped to smooth the path 
of those who are u ndertaking the ne­ 
gotiations, 
Not the slightest indica­ 
tion. however, has been given as to 
how the divergent views held by the 
powers with respect to the proposed 
conferences of tho signatories of the 
Berlin treaty are to be reconciled. 
More favorable news from the Balkans, 
inclu ding the reported action of the 
Servian national assembly in voting 
against war, has fu rther strengthened 
the belief that there will be no eru p­ 
tion. 
The Greek government, in reply to 
the British pronou ncement that u ntil 
a legal statu s has been restored in the 
island of Crete, Great Britain cannot 
hold ou t any hope that the Cretan as­ 
pirations will be granted, points ou t 
the difficu lty of the position of the ad­ 
ministration at Athens, which in no 
way prompted the Cretans to declare 
u nion with Greece. The Greek govern­ 
ment expresses its willingness that the 
powers shou ld decide the qu estion of 
u nion between Crete and Greece, bu t 
at the same time it declares that there 
is no means within its power of forcing 
the Cretans to restore the legal condi­ 
tion of affairs. 
The Greek govern­ 
ment. the reply states, will continu e 
to act with moderation, althou gh it 
cannot u nderstand why the powers 
cannot consider the Cretan affair at 
the same time it takes the Bu lgarian 
and Au strian qu estions u nder advise­ 
ment. 


NOT READY FOR WAR 


On Second 
T h o u g h t Servians Decide to 
Go Slow. 
Belgrade, Servia, Oct. 12.—After a 
secret session, lasting for more than 
twenty-fou r hou rs, the Narodna-Sku p- 
shtina. or national assembly, adjou rn 
ed last evening withou t having arrived 
at any definite decision with regard to 
its 
action 
against 
Au stria-Hu ngary. 


The assembly met again today. 
According to the most reliable in­ 
formation the vote was taken on the 
qu estion at issu e. The meeting was a 
very stormy one and was interru pted 
by variou s recesses.

of the cabinet’s attitu de, and it is an 
ticipated that today the assembly will 
| adopt a vote of confidence in the gov 
ernment. 
Thu s, for the moment, the dangeT 
point in the Balkan crisis is passed 
and Servia is expected to content her 
self temporarily by institu ting a boy­ 
cott against Au stro-Hu ngarian com­ 
merce in tlie way of revenge. 
It was 
stated today that M. Milovanovics will 
shortly proceed to London. Paris and 
Rome to lay Servia’s claims before the 
powers. 
A representative of the 
French foreign office has arrived here 
on a special mission. 
Despite the warlike langu age of the 
crown prince on Satu rday, when he de­ 
clared before the angered thou sands 
who had gathered at the palace that 
he believed they all soon wou ld be able 
to offer their lives in defense of the! 
king and the fatherland, demonstra­ 
tions in tin1 streets are becoming less 
nu merou s and less seriou s and appar­ 
ently the people are beginning to re­ 
alize that war wou ld mean the annihi­ 
lation of Servia, 
Reports pu blished abroad that a gen­ 
eral mobilization of the Servian army j 
has been ordered are incorrect. 
O nly; 
the fir.-t reserves have been called ou t, 
and it is not intended to su mmon the j 
oth**r classes at the present time. With 
the first reserves there wil lbe only! 
400,000 men u nder arms altogether.

Ireland to Have Forests. 


Ireland has awakened to the value of 
her forests. 
A commission appointed by 
the crown has just made public its re­ 
port. 
The commission urges the adoption of 
a scheme for the state to plant about 
700.000 acres. 
This, with the 300.000 
acres existing, would give Ireland 
1,- 
000,000 acres of forest laud, an area 
which the commission considers essen­ 
tial. 
About 20,000 acres would he pur­ 
chased b> the state in mountainous re­ 
gions and managed as state forest, while 
600.000 acres would be planted by the 
state, but managed by private owners 
or by county councils. 
Denmark, an agricultural country half 
the size of Ireland, has since 1.SN1 in­ 
creased her forests by 
175,000 acres. 
Belgium, in spite of her dense popula­ 
tion, has added 70,000 acres to her for 
esta in the last twenty-five years. 
Ireland is particularly suited in 
soil 
ami climate for the growth of forests, 
but only IVy per cent, of her totul 
area 
Is forested.

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Wall Paper Designing. 
Of the various occupations open to 
girls few are more fascinating and re­ 
munerative or make a greater demand 
on one’s powers of origiuality than de­ 
sign. 
This subject, of couxae, covers 


a very wide area, and i now confine my 
remarks to wallpaper designing. 
Designs for wallpapers 
are 
chiefly 
bas« *d on geometrical and natural forms; 
the latter may he treated naturally or 
conventionally at the discretion of the 
designer. Purely geometrical designs are 
seldom employed, except for bathrooms 
and for ceiling papers, and in 
these 
there is little play for one’s originality, 
while there is always something new 
and delightful to he found 
in nature. 
One must bear in mind that wallpapers 
are printed by a mechanical process, the 
copper rollers on which the des gn is en­ 
graved 
being 21 
inches 
wide, 
though 
circumference which gives the length of 
the design may vary. 
There are differ­ 
ent 
ways in 
which one may set out 
designs, and before starting it is neces­ 
sary to decide whether it 
is to he a 
striped design, an all-over pattern or a 
unit. 
Having determined what lines to 
work upon, the next thing Is to choose 
a plant which will carry out the idea 
suitably without forcing it into unnatu­ 
ral shapes. 
Michaelmas daisies, holly­ 
hocks and 
apple blossoms, 
would 
all . 
lend themselves admirably to a vertical I 
1 treatment, while poppies, wild roses and 
! blackberry suggest flowing 
lines 
and j 
, beautiful curves. 
In order to make a 
successful design, a most careful pen­ 
cil study should be made of the selected 
plant; even the roots of small ones must 
not be neglected. 
The general growth 
should be noted, then separate studies 
made of the plan of the flower, with the 
iirnuigt iiicnt of the stamens, side view, 
hack; also plan of the 
leaf, 
veining. 
stem, thorns, and junction of stalks to 
the main stem and any other character- . 
isties which may he observed. 
A color 
j 
study should also he made, and particu- | 
lar note taken of the immediate stir- 
j 
roundings of the plant, as all this as­ 
sists iu working out designs and in the, 
arrangement of colors. 
For instant e, when the bluebells were 
carpeting the woods in May they pro­ 
duced a st>t't purple effect intermingled 
with green, and a patch here and there 
of brown eaith. 
This was an excellent 
color scheme, and 1 now have a piece 
of frieze at my studio worked out in 
these colors, the effect being most satis­ 
factory. 
In wall paper designing the 
number of colors must be limited, as a 
separate roller 
is necessary 
for eat 1» 
color, this, of course, involving addition­ 
al expense in printing. 
Five or six 
c o l ­ 
ors at most should be used, unless ¿here 
is a particular demand for more, and 
it is amazing what 
delightful 
effects 
may be gained by veining the leaf with 
the color of the flower, or outlining tin* 
flower with the color of the stem. \\ lieu 
shaded flowers or leavts are used they 
are often colored in with three tints, 
a light, dark and medium, the last be­ 
ing obtained by mixing some of tin* light 
and dark. 
The flower or leaf is then 
painted in with the medium tone, the 
lights and shades being added, when tin* 
first color is dry, in bold, firm strokes. 
As body color is always used for wall 
papers, this is perfectly simple to man­ 
age. 
Ordinary tube water colors ate the 
best for the purpose, the students’ col­ 
ors being quite 
good 
enough. 
These 
should be mixed with zinc-white, which 
has already been ground into a smooth 
paste w ith gum arabie. When tin* desire I 
tint lias been obtained, the mixture must 
be of the consistency and smoothness 
of cream, w hen it is delight fill to work 
with. 
Many people use powder colors. 
These are cheaper, but have. 
I think, 
many drawbacks, and 1 have quite given 
up using them. 
In setting to work to 
color a design, the 
background 
color 
should be laid lirst with a broad hoglmir 
brush, and when this is dry the design 
can easily be transferred by means of 
carbon [taper. 
Designs for wall papers 
fetch good prices, and there are many 
firms who are open to consider designs 
when submitted to them, and as peo­ 
ple redecorating their houses rejoice iu 
finding something quite new in wall pa­ 
pers, original artists ought to do well. — ;
